| real in the completeness of th> medi- 
jcorlegal, departments connected with 
| the detection of crime and pursuit of 
}‘the criminal. This department is a 
} part of the Attorney-General’s office, 
| bz. all the work is done in Montreal, 
! and the great majority of the cases 
come from the city.” 

A little of the interior workings of 
| this department, the heads of which 
}are Dr. McTaggart and Dr. Dugas,

ito the Pope case, Pope being the

| If the blood is dry it is sometimes 
tather difficult to restore the red cella. 
la gteat varicty of expedients are sug- 
gested, and if one fails another may 
succeed. Selecting some part of the 
blood clot which has dried rapidly, 
& portion is scraped off with a clean } 
knife. This substance is transferred 
to a glass slide. To this should be 
added one or two drops of a fluid 
which will isolate the: doherent cells 
and tend to restore their original form. 
The specimen then is covered with a 
cover-glass. 

There are various fluids used to 
isolate the coherent cells. When they 
are ‘isolated tle cells az: measured. 
At one time this measurement was 
the one way in which human blood 
cells were distinguished from those of 
other mammals. The determination of 
the size of these cells was for long 
one of the most essential as well ss 
dificult problems of the medico-legal 
department. This test, however, has 
been reduced tp a secondary position 
since the intfoduction df the serum 
test, as being much less certain. In 
extremely minute stains, however, it 
le the only practicable test. 

By the gross and microscopical ex- 
amination the investigator should be 
fairly certain whether the stain is 
that of blood or not. To make cer- 
tainty surer, however, there is the 
guiacum test. The substance under 
examination is treated with guiacum 
and old oil of turpentine. If it gives 
a blu: color it is quite safe to assume 
that it is blood. 

+ .ere is still a further test and this 
is a standard one, the haemin. test. 
It depends on the formation of cer- 
tain characteristic crystals of haema- 
tin. These_crystals cannot be mistak- 
en for any other object in nature oc. 
curring under the ‘same =e 





The method followed is to take a 
small portion of the substance, sup- 
posed to be blood and place it on a 
glass slide. It is then moistened with 
a drop of 8 per cent. solution of com- 
mon salt or a dilute solution of iodide 
of potassium. By a gentle heat the 
mixture is dried. A cover glass is 
then put on and a drop of. glacial 
acetic acid is run under the glass. 
The specimen. is’ then frently heated 
until bubbles of acid appear, at 
which temperature it is held until 
the acid is slowly and completely 
evaporated. ay this procedure the 
pigment is dissolved by the 
acid, and combined by the chlorine of 
the salt to form the hyrochloride or 
the anhyride of hacmetin which crys- 
tallizes on evaporation: -  ~ -

> But what can be told of the deeper and more sig-

- impart information but to kindle minds. Too

speed from book to book, to the acquirement of

~ Rather find out if your child is developing in 
power than if he can answer certain memorised 
questions, A graphophone could pass as good an 
examination, and show nearly as much capacity 
for independent action as some of the finished 
products turned out of our public schools. : 
Try to find out if your child can do a iittle 
- reasoning on his own account, if he is beginning 
to hunger and thirst for more knowledge, if he is 
trying to ferret out the secrets of nature, of busi- 
~ - ness, of life, if he is acquiring a taste for good 
“reading, if his manners are improving, if he 
has greater reverence for age, for authority, and 
_for experience,—considerations like these are of 
infinitely greater importance than the ability to 
tell you off-hand the name of the capital -of New 
South Wales, the date of the battle of Ticonderoga, 
or the method of solving a problem in cube root.

Poors 
The true aim of education, then, being” to 
turn out’ the best possible type of living men and 
women rather than ‘mere machines, we hold the 


‘entire system of hiring teachers, as it is carried 


out in the graded schools of Ontario, is wrong. 
{t has usually been the practice to hire teach- 


f ” ers with the best qualifications to preside over the 
‘senior room, and to procure the cheapest possible 


makeshift for the new beginners. The latter has 
usually. been some immature girl, without experi- 
ence, and often with.an utter lack of sympathy, 
and no understanding of child nature. 

o oOo 0o 

To take achild just atthe formative period, 
when life's tastes are the being acquired and pass 
it over to the cheapest rubbish in the teaching 
market is not merely an-injustice, it is a crime. 
Any fool-if he has mastered sufficient book infor- 
mation can teach'the clever boys and girls who 
have reached the fourth form. Only teachers of 
the highest skill, and. with the most profound 
knowledge of the child mind should presume to 
instruct a beginner during the first two years in 
school. 3 

This isthe mostimportant stage of all, the . 
period of initiation into new phases oflife, when 
tastes and distastes are formed for all time. 

How vastlv important it is then that the child 
should be taken in hand during this formative 
period and the new world revealed to him by the 
teacher who knows the child as he knows his text 
book. Then we might expect that the successive 
chapters of instruction would be unfolded to the 
wondering mind of the child in such a manner 
that interest would intensify from day to day and 
the school work become such a delight that the 
difficulty would be, not to keep the children at 
school, but rather to get them to discontinue 
should such a contingency become necessary. 

o o 0 

Atevery grade in the child's school life good 
teachers should be provided. Salaries should be 
such that the men and women with the best ment- 
al endowments would be induced to enter and re- 
main in the teaching profession. It is tothe ever- 
Jasting discredit of civilised mankind that the 
men who are doing the most important. work in 
the world are the pocrest paid of any professional 
men. That wrong remains to be righted, but 
this other unnecessary wrong to the children, 
beginning school life can be righted at once. 

Let us have strong disciplinarians and good 
teachers to preside over the senior rooms, but give 
us better teachers, in fact the best and highest- 
priced teachers, to take charge of the beginners. 

All this we know sounds like rank heresy to 
the man who thinks that whatever is. is right, 
but if put into practice’ it will be found to be in 
strict accordjwith the true principles of education, 
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SNAKES FOR PETS 


There is now anagitation being started to 
adopt snakes for household playthings instead of 
cats and dogs. The latter are insanitary and car- 
ry about in their hair multitudes of germs whilch 
may be of the most deadly description. , 

For the extermination of rats and mice the 
snake has Thomas and Fido beaten a mile. Not 
only that but when the dog or cat kills arat or a 
mouse it usually leaves the body to decompose 
in seme hidden place. The snake orf the other 
hand swallows the rator mouse bodily and that 
does away with the difficulty. 

The tussle becween a rat and a dog isoften a 
most harrowing sight, and the spectacle of a cat 
cruelly toying with a mouse, which is but half 
alive, is most pitiful. Asnake, however, captures 
its prey without any of those disagreeable pre- 
liminaries. Reptiles move so quickly that rod- 
ents fall a ready victimto them. The conflict is 
over in a minute and the snake at once swallows 
its prey. 

Contrary to general supposition the bite of 
very few of our snakes is poisonous. Not more 
than twenty-five per cent of our snakes can be 
classed as venemous and in some of these the 
venom is so mild as to be comparatively harm- 
less. 

The war on our harmless native snakes, such 
as the beautiful garter snake, is just as much 
mistaken and misdirected as the war on our nat- 
ive birds. \Whoever-heard of anybody being 
injured by the gentle and timid garter snake ? 
And yet every fool that sees one, chases it and is 
not satisfied until he has killed it.. 

The Khah in a recent issue of The Toront Star 
‘thus expresses his appreciation of our valuable 

friend, the snake,— 
Then there are our beautiful native snakes. 

The exquisite vernalis—the green snake—is 

farand away the most beautiful wild thing on 

this continent. He. lives entirely ‘un flies. 

The garter, the ribbon, andthe milk snakes — 

alltake a crack at the flies occasionally. 

Especially if they can’t find a mest of field 

mice. Then they will go after musca domes-

If your house is troubled only with 
mice some of the smaller snakes such as the 
garter or milk snake answer the purpose very 
nicely. its : 
The rat is one of the worst pests of modern 
times. Outside of the goods it destroys, it has 
been shown to be the chief purveyor of the Bub- 
onic plague that has worked such. ravages in 
Europe and Asia. If the plague ever” secured a 
foothold in America it would find in‘ our great 
cities whole armies of rats ready to pass the con- 
tagion along. Let us foréstall’such acalamity by 
adopting a snake or two in every household. 
Prevention is better than cure.

Some Years Ago the “Gentleman 
Rankcrs"’ Who Could Not Pass 
Competitive Examinations Entered 
the Service as Privates and Were 
Rapidly Advanced to Commissions 
—Points on Promotion. 


The question ef giving the private 
poldier a better chance of gnining a 
commission in the army .than he has 
at present crops up from’ time to 
time, ‘And it has lately been promin- 
ently before the British public, ow- 
‘ng to the increasing ‘difficulty the 
authorities find in getting” officers 
from the usual source—that is, the 
ublic schools, via Sandhurst and 
‘oclwich. ‘ 
At present’ the commissioned estab- 
Hshment of the army is short by near- 
3,000 officers. I will not deal with 
ts rather ‘serious state of affairs 
nd remarking that, while the 
jcer’s work and duties have been 
atly increased, he ig still far from 
ing pela a “living wage,” says a 
writer in London Answers. Men with 
money, naturally enough, are begin- 
Ding to fight shy of a profession 
where it is all work and no pay. 
jow, as regards promotion from 
the ranks, I do not know exactly how 
many ex-rankers there are holding 
commissions, but there are certainly 
some hundreds. These may be di- 
vided into three classes. First of all, 
there js the “ex-gentleman ranker.” 
Twenty years or so zo. the com- 
petitive entrance examinations for 
the army were severe, there being 
about eight candidates for each va- 
cancy. This meant that many gen- 
tlemen’s sons who would have made 
good oflicers 


th 


be 


army because they had not the gift 
of being “crammed by the army 
tutors, who then used 4% make an 
untommonly good thing of it. 
ing keen on soldiering, they used 
to enlist. 
men—and sometimes when they were 
not—they were quickly pushed on. 
I knew one case where a gentleman 
tanker was made a lance-corporal 
within three days of enlistment. A 
nuine private would. have 
lucky to get his 
stripe under a year. 
These gentlemen rankers often got 
their commissions in two or three 
years; so that, if they enlisted at, 
say eighteen, they might be officers 
y the time they were twenty-one. 
The system was bad. It meant that 
the genuine non-commissioned 
ficers were kept back to mak 
the gentleman ranker. 
His training in the ranks was more 
or less of a farce. He often paid 4 
man to do disagreeable duties for 
im. Officers who had got their com- 
missions in the usual way had a right 
to feel aggrieved. Much money had 
been spent on their education; they 
had had to pass hard examination

and here was the gentleman ranker, 


being pitch-forked into the army at 
almost the same age as themselves. 
To-day, owing to the absence of 
competition, it is’ much easier to grt 
a commission by examination than 
it was. 
authorities would not Promote, the 
ranker with less than six years’ ser- 
vice, except for distinguished con.

True, when a gentleman ranker rot 
a commission he was always posted 
to another regiment; but the men of

The second class of “ranker” is the 
genuine “ranker,” the man born in 
a humble walk of life, ‘like General 
Luke O'Connor, V.C.. or the late 
General Sir Hector Macdonald, who 
wins a commission by sheer force of 
merit and character. 

There are very few of them, On 
the other hand, there are plent 
men in the ranks who deserve com- 
missions, and would make excellent 
oflicers, Yet they remain uncomtis- 
sioned 

In most cuses, it is simply a ques- 
tion of ways and means, In ordinary 
circumstances # junior officer must 
have at least $500 a year private 
means over and above his pay, and 
he will need that for from six to ten 
years, until he “gets. his company” 
fant promated captain—when he may 
just be able to live on his pay. 

he genuine ranker seidom has

Wooden trestle work has been built 
out as far as the center of the rivor 
for the purpose of affording ag¢yack 
for conveying material for the con- 
struction of the coffer dams and 
later for the. concrete. Men are busy 
getting ready dams 2 and 3, that is 
counting the abutments on the east 
side. Dam No. 2 brings to light 
some Interesting features. Here th> 
framework rests on the “bottom.” 
The water is only about one or two 
feet deep. But that is not the bed of 
the river. There is about four and a 
half feet of gravel and refuse deposit 
here, which when oleared away will 
make a» depth of over six feet. This 
state of affairs substantiates 
opinion of ex-Ald. Robinson and oth- 
ers that it was not the lumbermen’s 
piers which cansed the backing up of 
Ice and in consequence floods, but the 
shoal that had been formed during 
many years from material brought 
down by the river. 


DEPTH OF ELEVEN FEET. 


The same condition exists all ac- 
ross the river until the last pier is 
reached on the west side. There the 
deposit is about eighteen inches, but 
the depth of the water is 11 feet. 
There is at this point 85 feet frow 
the west side, this channel where 
alone the water does not become 
stagnant. Here is where the current 
in the river lies. Dredging took place 
in that locality some years ago. 

SIZ OF PIERS. 

The plers in the river-bed will be 
five In number, 20 feet long and 6 
feet wide. Each will be pointed and 
will be reinforced with an tron nose 
for breaking the ice.

Rev. Principal Forrest of Da‘So o>: 
University, Halifax, In His Retiring 
Address Scores the Modern Popu- 
lar Pastor Who Goes Far Afield 
to Talk of Things of Which 
He Knews Little About. 


Ottawa, June &.—‘“‘In the name of 
the ‘great King .and head >of th 
chureh,” the 37th: general assembly, 
the highest church court of the Pres- 
byterians in Canada, opened last even- 
ing in Knox Presbyterian Church. 

As was expected Rev. Dr. R. P. 
Mackay of Toronto was elected mod- 
erator. Rev. Dr. James Ross of Lon- 
don was also put in nomination, but 
he withdrew and the choice of Dr.

Dr. Scott will now be in line for the 
honor next year. A suggestion was 
also made that the honor might be 
given to a layman, but the retiring 
moderator: pointed out that the rules 
required that the moderator ‘be a 
clergyman.

H It was 4.36 o'clock when the first 
shock was felt. According to meteoro-

‘almost free from trepidatory motion. 
| More than half the dead accounted 
for were soldiers. They were caught 
beneath the falling walls of the artil- 
lery barracks in San Cosma, near the 
‘Mexican Central station. 

+ Another tet where the earthquake 
took its toll of death in considerable 
‘numbers was at the city power plant 
of the Street Car.Co. There, six ie - 
sons were’ killed and six wounded.

tively small area. Accustomed as the 
people of the city are to éarthquakes, 
which usually are harmless, the in- 
habitants were slow to Tealize that 
this was the most serious shock the 
capital has suffered in a score of 
years. : 2 3 

With the exception of one China- 
tnan killed, no foreigners were injured. 
i In the barracks, where the soldiers 
were killed, twelve women also lost 
their lives. They were, the. wives of 
| artillerymen. These women have the 
yetvile e of spending the night within 
he walls of the barracks, an old 
structure. It was unlike many of the 
older edifices of the city, as its walls 
were comparatively thin. Seventy-two 
soldiers were sleeping in the house. 
Approximately 35 were quartered on

In the United States there are many 
universities which are free from state 
control, but ip ‘France there is only 
ove aniversity, and it is an absolute 
j instrument of the state. It is true 
| that there are schools of bigher learn- 
Ing. which were founded in 1870 as 
universities, but five years afterward 
the title was witbdrawn, and they are 
now called “instituts.”. They are Sve 
in number and are located in Paris, 
Lille, Lyons, Toulouse and Angers. 

But the University of France is an 
entirely different organization. It is 
the official school. It is centralized In 
Paris and bas under it a vast multi- 
tude of establishments, faculties, col- 
lege and primary schools, distributed 
over the whole surface of the country. 
Directly or indirectly they all depend 
oe the gorernment. 

The university was established by 
| Napoleon, and in spite of certain modl- 

fications which it bas undergone dur- 

{og years it fn the same today fo Its 

exsential elements as the day be 
‘founded It. Just as he established the 

entire gfril administration, -with its 
prefects, subprefects, judges, minis- 

ters of finance, so be created in 1806 

thin vast educational organization, 

with its countless professors, who coo- 
trot the entire Intellectual training of 

France.—America.

Bern- 
hardt at her appearance in Toronto had just com- 
pleted a tour of America that would have pros- 
trated many a younger woman, for the divine 
Sarah’s roles mean that she does the lion’s part 
of the acting herself, and the .strong emotional 
part that must:be played in tragedy is far more 
exhaustive to the nervous system than is comedy. 
But yet on Tuesday night that wonderful voice 
when in the moments of inténse passion it was 
reduced almost to a whisper, ‘carried without a 
quaver to the extremes of the large auditorium. 
In both ‘Jean Marie’ and *‘Sister Beatrice’ she 
acted the part of a very young woman and she

Sarah Bérahardt has completed nearly hali-a- 
century of the most exhaustive, nerve-racking 
work in the world and she preserves that remark- 
able brightness of eye, clearness of tone and 
intensity of expression of the woman in her early 
twenties.

People do not do too: much work but: what 
they do perform is not done either sensibly or 
economically. Gladstone carried for sixty years 
the burden of being oneof the leading participants 
in the deliberations of the British House of Com- 
mons. Gladstone was eighty-nine when he died. 
He did about ten times as much work as any of 
his colleagues ,yet nobody said that he died from 
overwork. Gladstone had method, system, re- 
gularity and.he took care of himself while he 
was young. : : 
Many men do a tremendous day's work and 
then spend the rest of the week telling about it. 
Over-eating kills off far- more than over- 
drinking, and infinitely more than over-working. 
Bad breath, dyspepsia, indigestion, insomnia, 
and a host of other ills we might mention are 
caused by. transgressions of diet.. 
themselves at a Christmas dinner, get their sys- 
tems out of order, and then wonder why it is 
they have taken cold or caught the pneumonia. 
We spend altogether too much time, in proportion, 
in teaching the young the awfulness of drinking 
and smoking, and too little in directing their 
attention to the more widespread and insidious 
evil of gluttony. 


i ° i) 


There is morein that remark of the octo- 
genarian about having taken good care of him- 
self while he was young than appears at first 
sight. If a man takes good care of himself when 
he is young the habit becomes fixed and he does 
not depart from it when he gets older. Teach 
the children therefore to take goud care of them- 
selves when they are young, and see that the 
health habit becomes a part of their lives. In ‘ 
the instances mentioned at the beginning of this 
article habits of regularity and moderation were 
formed.early in life, and afterwards became part 
of the daily walk and conversation as unchange- 
able as the laws of the Medes and Persians. 
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Toomany of our young men are making 
heavy draughts by their excesses on their future 
store of health and energy. They will break 
down in mid-life and become fit subjects for treat- 
ment as prescribed by Dr. Osler. While Nature 
lends us health and strength bountifully and un- 
grudgingly, it is well to remember that these 
blessings are not gifts but loans. Nature is the 
most exacting collector of debts in the world. 
Bear in mind that every time you get drunk, or 
give your tummy-tum too biga Joad to carry, or 
stay out till unseasonable hours celebrating with 
the ‘‘boys,’” or'do two or three days’ work in a 
single day, that Nature has made an entry on 
the debit side of. the Jedger, and that you will 
pay that debt just as Sure as you are born. You 
will pay for every excess in’ honest enjoyable 
days of twenty-four hours each that you might 
otherwise have spent upon this earth. The great- 
er or more long continued your excesses the 
greater number of days it will take to pay the 
debt. : : 

Take good care of yourself therefore while 
you are young, and keep rignt on taking the 
same good care of yourself until you reach the 
evening twilight. Then: when you get to be 
ninety or a hundred years old, if you are not 
in line for a trip to the Old land -to witness the 
next coronation you will at least be able to 
settle down and enjoy life as a man should do in 
a green old age. There is nothing so melancho- 
ly as to see a man in mid-life knock-kneed, 
spavined and broken-winded from having travel- 


ed at too fast a gait during the years of his early _ 


manhood.

For Nine Years, Says Energetic Head | 
of One of the Church's Greatest 
Branches, He Has Had No Re- 

laxatién—Report of the Moral 
Relorm Committee Is: Present- 
ed—Study Social Problems. 


Ottawa, June 12.—The importance of 
the church taking a very live interest 
in social and industrial matter® was 
emphasized at the paserdey pene of 
the Presbyterian General Assembly. 
Aitef a comprehensive review of con- 
ditions all over Canada, the board of 
evangelism, temperance, 
moral reform. made the following re- 
commendations: 

“That the general assembly hereby 


;urge the ministers of the church to 


inform themselves carefully regarding 
the conditions of human life in their 
own neighborhoods, particularly as 
these are effected by the conditions 
of industry; to acquaint their congre- 
gations with these facts; to instruct 


-|their congregations in the teachinge 


of the gospel regarding the social ser- 
vice; to co-operate in every effort for 
the attainments of the ends for which 
the church has declared itself. 
“That the general assembly hereby 
request all who have charge of schools 
and colleges to make ample provision 
for instructions regarding the 
tian ideal of society; and further, that 
it direct the governing bodies and 
faculties of the theolbgical colleges 
t» provide that the students in their 
care be taught the social principles of 


|the gospel and trained in methods of 


applying these principles to the needs 
focalities in which they shall 
be called to minister. 

“That the general assembly hereby 
urge all the members of churches to 
give serious study of social problems 
and to avail themselves of their op- 
portunities for social service; to bring 
the sense of justice and righteous- 
néss, which is fundamental! in Chris- 
tiarity, to bear upon matters of every 
day life, in business, in society, or 
wherever their influence may extend, 
and to create a Christian public senti- 
ment demanding the removal of wrong 
wherever found.” 

The next order of business was the 
reception of the. report of the Home 
Mission Committee, and when Rev. 
Dr. E. D. McLaren, the Convener and 
secretary .of the committee, rose to 
present the report he had a startling 
announcement to make. Showing signs 
of nervous strain, Dr. McLaren ve 
all thoughts of other business frem 
the Assembly by tendering his resig- 
nation of the dual position of Conven- 
er and secretary of the Home Mission 
committee. For nine years he had 
acted as secretary, an i 
time he had had, as h R 
little home life, no intellectual relax- 
ation, no social enjoyment.” 

It was decided to accept with great 
regret Dr. McLaren’s resignation, 
place on record the Assembly's ap- 
preciation of his faithful services, to 
pay him his salary up to March 31, 
1912, and to appoint a committee to

Mr. Joseph Ward, at the Imperial 
Conference, moved a resolution de- 
claring the ency of a reduction in 
cable rates oughout the Empire.

No matter whether 
the sentiment to be expressed was light humor, 
grovelling despair, or airy hope, the new Rubini 
school made the tremolo tones. to "do impartial 
service in all.” That is the Wobble method as we 





have it now.

Some people may question the logic of using 


the vibrato to render a light lyric'such as “‘Black-' 


eyed Susan,”’ in) just the’ same way as 
it’ is employed in the singing ‘of parts 
of “Bonnie Doon.’ By the same method of 
reasoning the actor would: speak in. sniffling 
lachrymose tones no matter whether his part 
was rollicking comedy, moving pathos, or heroic 
declamation. \ 

We'are told that vocal teachers of the better 
Class are saying unkind things about the Wobble 
method, that they do'not permit their pupils to 
use it while they aré around. “None the less the 
pupils learn it, and sedulously practice it, and, 
worst of all, they, get up in public and sing it. A 
g06d big majority of our soloists use it right along, 
in the'belief, as we suppose, thatit is the last word 
in yoca} achievement and artistic distinction. If 
there is any one élse besides thé soloist who holds 
the'same opinion we have yet to find him.

. There is no music more beautifuland impress- 
ive than the music of the human voice, but we 
are old-fashioned enough to believe that the effect 
of that music may be vastly augmented when it 
is coupled with words clearly and distinctly pro- 
nounced words that may have in themselves the 
power to arouse and inspire. 

To our young singers, then, we would tender 
this advice which our vocal instructors apparently 
r do not consider important,— cultivate sweetness 
and expressiveness of tone if you will, but above 
all strive to acquire distinctness of enunciation.

BEAVERS AS ARCHITECTS 


Villages Bulle by: Them Are Marvels 
ef Perfection. 

Beavers arrange their homes in a 
seighborly way to form village and 
towns. It has been ‘pointed out that 
they are lake dwellers for the same 
reason that early races of men lived 
over the watet. The chief differences 
between” the two, however, is that 
men built over natural ponds, where 
as the beaver makes a pond where he 
happens to want it. The tabors of no 
other animal on earth, aside from 
man, present so many interesting 
phases as those of the beaver. 

According ,to Macoun, who. has 
made most exhaustive studies of 
these little animals, whole tribes of 
beavers unite to bi‘ld_ villages.

TO SHORTEN TRIP. 


New All-Red Line Promises to Cut 
Off Over Two Days. 

Montreal, June 23.—The All-red line 
railway company, of which notice of 
charter has just been given at Ottawa, 
will result in the shortening of the 
sea voyage between England and Can- 
ada to two and a quarter days, if the 
scheme upon which the company is 
working is carried out. : 

This, at any rate, is the statement 
of Hon. Achille Bergevin, legislative 
colncillor, who has interested influen- 
tial authorities in the project, both 
here and in Great Britain. 

The proposal is to build a railway 
from Montreal or Quebec to a point 
at or near Cape St. Charles, on the 
Labrador coast 5, 

This point is on the 52nd degree of 
Intitude, which is the same as London 
and Bristol, It is proposed to estab- 
lish a port. The only months when 
it possibly could not be used are May 
and June, when the big fields of float- 
ing ice come down the coast. At this 
time, however, the harbors of Mont- 
real and Quebec are open. ss

The 
year that gave the authorised version 
of the Bible to the church, gave also 
the Baptist denomination. In the 
year 1614 there were 47 of these obur- 
ches, known as ‘Separtists,’ who re- 
turned to the New Testament as their 
only oreed, and to the original cus- 
toms of the early church of the im- 
ersion of Christians In water In the 


: f Jesus. They did not call| the way, 
ed the sectionmen and several others |"ame of Je v ° 
eeeBe about ten o'clock on their way to {‘hemselves ‘Baptista’—this name was 


‘given them as the name ‘Christians’ 
was given tothe disciples at Antioch 
aod as the name ‘Methodists’ was 
Riven to the Wesley Brothers at Ox- 
ford University—in derision and con- 
tempt. And, like these names, ‘Bap- 
tist’ has come to be honored as de- 
seribing a worthy sect of the Christ- 
jan Church. Sylvester Horne, M. P., 
the historian of the Free Churches, 
says: “The Baptist denomination ls 
theonly sect that has been existence 
or 300 years that has not a slogle 
stain upon its fair esoutcheon, It has 
asked no favors from the state and 
sought nopolitical alliance with tem- 
poral power. It has persecuted no- 
body, and it has ever insisted upon 
freedom for all, liberty of conscience} 
and the inalicnable right of everyone 
to worship God in the way he deems 
right in peace and quietness, and 
without molestation.” 

What is the genesis of Baptist be- 
lief and polity! The answer is, in a 
phrase, “The Lordship of Jesus,” as 
contained Inthe gospels and the scrip- 
tures. On this foundation they have 
built up 2 set of Principles that em- 
braces (1) a confession of faith; 
(2)a doctrine of the organised eburch, 
43) a Christian's relation to the 
church, and vice versa. 

1. Our confession of faith is brief, 
yet comprehensive. It consists of loy- 
alty to Jesus and obedience to His 


teachings. This {s the supreme duty; The world rolls into light, 


of every Christian; Indeed this consti- 
tutes a Christian. A necessary cor- 
ollary, therefore, is the idea of indi- 
vidualism in religion, that is, the 
tight of every soul of free approach 
to God, our eternal Father, and the 
duty of private judgment in all the 
great verities. These teachings—con- 
tained in the New Testament — arc 
the sole. and authoritative rule ‘of 
faith and practice. Our creed is the 
New Testament, and we belisve that 
God reveals to every true seeker His 
will, and that we are, al} a “royal 
priesthood—a holy people.” 

2. Our’ doctrine of the visible 
church may be obtained as follows: 
The religion of Jesus issspiritual, and 
cannot be contained in externals or 
sacerdotalism.

CANADA'S MUSEUM. 


New Institution at Cttawa Will Be a 
Credit.to the Nation. 

With the cumpict.on of tue Victoria 
Memorial Museuui, Ottawa will bave 
added another jewel to her crown ot 
handsome public buildings, and the 
iene hoped ior. National art Gallery 
will be a reality. 

Ou Dec, 23,1904, a contract was en- 
‘ered inte for its erection. The orig- 
inal figure was $950,000, but on March 
2, in the House of Commons, about 
31,200,000, including several large ez- 
tras, was reported to have been spent 
so, far. The work of erection began 
in’ the spring of 1905, and the building 
is pretty weil finished, 

There was no public ceremony or 
laying of a corner-stone. The museum 
was in the hands of a contractot—Mr. 
George Goodwin. It has not been for- | 
mally made over to the Government | 
yet as a matter of fact—and both pol- 
icy and precedent, except in rare 
cases, prohibit any public demonstra- 
tion under these circumstances, 

Mr. ». Ewart, chief architect for the 
Departinent of Public Works, designed 
the building, which is Gothic in style. 
Some time was spent by Mr. Ewart 
in England, visiting various public 
baiidings. before nz made up his mind 
as to the Victoria Memorial Museum, 

lt is built of dark grey stone, some 
of which came from Wallace, Nova 
Sedtia, and the rest from Nepean, 
about twenty miles from Ottawa., In- 
stead of being “pointed” with grey 
or yellow mortar—like the Archives, 
for instance--a terra cotta shade. is 
used, which brings out the iron io 
the stone and gives a warm reddish- 
yellow glow to the entire surface. 


} To appreciate the carving over the 


doors and windows it should be seen. 
Various Canadian animals are repre- 
sented, very few of which are dupli- 
cuted on the slabs. The chief clerk of 
tie works explained that s man never 
worked long at one window—he grew 
“stale” on it, and moved to another 
subject. When he received a fresh 
inspiration, .he went. back to the first, 
so on. The eastern side and back 
of the building are not carved at all, 
and it is understood that this work 
will not be taken up, immediately. 
Doors of gleaming oak with brass 
imming$ make the beholder proud of 
Canadian wood as well as stone, cod 
his’ pride increases wu, seeing the 
Missisquot marble which is used in 
the interior. : 

Entering the museum from the front, 
you walk up a short: flight of stone 
steps into a large rotunda, much stain- 
ed glass in both doors softening the 

i light. “Just opposite the door 
isa broad stairway, dividing, a few 
steps from the floor, and yeadinste 
the two wings of the building. Be! ind 
this staircase is the amphitheatre. 
~The eastern wing on the ground floor 


{3 alreagy nUCcU WItD specimens, rang 
ing from the skeleton of a musk-ox to 
a tiny nugget of gold. The western 
portion, on’ the opposite ‘sido of the 
rotunda, will also contain curiosities. 

The Geological Library will be over 
the amphitheatre the whole of the 
western wing given over to the Geo 
logical Department. The two foors of 
the eastern part over the room already 
mentioned will be devoted to statuary, 
and the top floor will contain paint- 


ings. *

till*the autumn. As the collection of 
paintings is of great value, no pains 
or expense have been spared to make 
the gallery safe in every respect, even 
to the plaster, which is of an asbestos 
variety.—Canadian Courier.
